Scientists  at  Brigham  Young  University 'will  soon  plot  a 
course  for  a new  misile  to  be  launched  on  campus — posibly 
on  Y Day.  Unlike  other  soaring  satellites,  however,  this  pro-! 
jectile  will  be  fired  into  the  earth,  and  observers  won’t  be! 
able  to  see  it  again  until  17  years  hence — BYU’s  1975  centen- 
nial celebration. 

Purpose  of  the  launching  is  to  enshrine  in  a time  capsule 
the  names  of  1958  Destiny  Fund  contributors  for  expected 
permanent  display  in  1975.  In  addition,  the  missile  will  contain 
pictures  of  all  student  organizations  who  members  contrib- 
ute 100  per  cent  to  Destiny  Fund,  copy  of  a special  edition  of 
Daily  Universe,  spring  quarter  Wye  Magazine,  1958  Banyan, 
map  of  proposed  1975  campus  and  prophetic  statements  of 
LDS  Church  leaders  concerning  BYU's  growth. 

STYLES  INCLUDED 


Special  edition  of  the  Universe  wall  include  pictures  and 
stories  on  current  styles  of  men  and  women,  educational  stand- 
ards and  trends  of  the  university,  hit  parade  songs  and  other 
information  of  campus  and  national  importance.  Wye  maga- 
zine is  being  included  to  represent  the  cultural  standing  of  BYU, 
with  the  Banyan  covering  an  overall  campus  history. 

Due  to  the  untimely  necessity  of  early  tuition  payments 
this  quarter,  many  student  have  had  to  put  off  contributing 
to  the  Destiny  Fund.  So  that  these  students  may  have  the  op- 
portunity of  having  their  names  placed  in  the  time  capsule, 
collection  facilities  will  remain  available  through  the  first  part 
of  spring  quarter.

Practical  gimmick  of  the  soon-to-be-buried  missile  is  that 
it  will  be  reopened  in  the  foreseeable  future,  unlike  similar  de- 
vices that  have  unveilings  destined  for  as  long  as  500  years  from 
date  of  burial.  BYU  s capsule  will  be  interred  long  enough  to 
show  significant  changes  when  opened,  yet  not  long  enough  to 
fee  impractical  and  boring.  In  fact  it  has  been  proposed  that 
students  presently  in  on  planning  the  event  be  in  attendance 
at  the  centenial  services  in  1975. 

Many  historical^ events  will  pass  into  the  record  books  be- 
tween 1958  and  1975,  many  dealing  with  the  destined  great- 
ness  of  Brigham  Young  University.  It  still  appears  that  those 
who  have  missed  the  opportunity  of  contributing  to  the  in- 
evitable greatness  of  BYU  through  the  Destiny  Fund,  have 
missed  greatness  itself.  Will  opportunity  lost  now  be  worth 
looking  back  on  in  1975?

LOS  ANGEL  E S,  (INS)— Do 
you  envy  genius?  Then  listen  to 
the  report  of  a famed  British  me- 
dical authority,  and  see  if  you 
still  feel  the  same. 

According  to  Dr.  V.  B.  Green- 
Armytage,  former  president  of 
the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine, 
nine  out  of  ten  geniuses  have 
suffered  from  alcoholism,  nar- 
cotics addiction,  tuberculosis  or 
mental  instability. 

Dr.  Green- Armytage,  who  is  in 
Los  Angeles  to  address  the  open- 
ing session  of  the  11th  biennial 
gathering  of  the  International 
Congress  of  Surgeons,  said: 

“A  four-year  study  of  genius  re- 
vealed that  still  the  most  common 
factor  is  mental  instability.” 

He  said  the  survey  also  re- 
vealed that: 

— Nearly  all  genius  were  less 
than  5 feet  three  inches  tall. 

— Nearly  all  w ere  either  impo- 
tent or  had  little  sex  instinct. 

— There  have  been  few  or  no 
women  geniuses. 

—There  is  no  doubt  that  de- 
fective  parentage  has  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  creation  of 
genius. 

According  to  the  doctor,  mental 
instability  has  been  a factor  in 
nearly  every  case— even  in  Ameri 
ca’s  Benjamin  Franklin. 

"Franklin  was  first  being  con- 
sidered as  a possible  author  for 
your  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence,” he  said,  “but  was  turned 
down  because  it  was  feared  he 
might  have  injected  a joke  or  two 
in  the  document.  And  he  might 
have.’’

Dear  Editor: 

I note  with  interest  that  the 
emotional  reaction  to  my  first 
letter.  I am  sure  that  part  of 
the  reaction  is  explained  by 
Nephi.  “They  taketh  the  truth 
to  be  hard,  for  it  cutteth  them 
to  the  very  center.” 

I apologize  to  the  writer  of 
"Collegiate  Game”  for  saying 
the  “girding”  remark  was  in- 
tended to  be  improper.  He  in- 
formed me  that  it  was  not  so 
intended.  I had  assumed  wrong- 
ly, because  of  the  general  com- 
ment and  behaivor  of  those  who 
were  seated  around  me.  I used 
that  incident,  however,  only  as 
an  introduction  to  the  other  in- 
cidents in  my  letter — incidents  1 
on  upper  campus  which  offend- 
ed many  besides  myself. 

In  the  heat  of  patriotic  zeal 
the  defending  writers  have  pen- 
ned their  lame  claims  to  literary 
fame,  allowing  anger  to  replace 
judgement.  Rationality  was  con- 
veniently set  aside  for  the  ad- 
vantage of  “saving  face  of  unit.” 
My  letter  was  prompted  by 
loyalty  to  a principle.  Their’s 
were  prompted  by  defense  of 
group  in  spite  of  the  principle. 

Examples:  (1)  Morgan  Davis, 
talking  to  me,  suddenly  “remem- 
bered” hearing  the  joke  his  let- 
ter said  he  hadn’t  heard.  (2)  The 
irrational  inconsistency  of 
signing  a person  both  a filthy 
mind  and  a halo  in  the  same 
letter  is  laughable;  But  remem- 
ber, these  letters  were  written 
by  members  of  the  units  involv- 
ed. (3)  Dee  Woods’  describing 
the  personality  of,  and  assign- 
ing a “festered”  mind  to  one 
whom  he  has  never  even  met  is 
madness  unleashed.  (4)  Using  a 
column  to  insult  in  direct  ad- 
dress, rather  than  to  discuss  is- 
sues sanely,  is  reminiscent  of 
tactics  used  against  Joseph 
Smith,  a gross  misuse  of  “Safe- 
ty Valve”  privileges  and  a juve- 
nile reaction  par  excellence. 

I first  came  to  BYU  in  1950. 
Since  then  I have  served  as  a 
junior  Sunday  school  president, 
MIA  superintendent,  missionary, 
branch  president,  and  am  now 
an  elder’s  quorum  instructor.  I 
say  this  only  so  those  who  don’t 
know  me  will  know  there  was 
more  behind  my  first  letter  than 
pessimistic  piety.  If  I seem  less 
tolerant  of  crudity  and  religious 
mockery  than  some,  it  is  be- 
cause I have  had  ample  oppor- 
tunitl  to  see  their  effects. 

If  this  stand  still  represents 
‘sanctimonious  garbage”  to 
some,  let  them  examine  their 
motives.
